PLANTING  AND  CARE  OF  BULBS 

Time  to  Plant.  The  bulbs  of  Hyacinths,  Tulips,  Narcissi  and  Crocus  must  be  planted  in  the  fall — 
any  time  during  October  or  early  November  as  late  as  the  ground  remains  open.  Orders  will  be  filled  as 
soon  as  the  bulbs  reach  us  from  Holland  and  should  be  planted  as  soon  as  you  receive  them.  Special  planting 
directions  are  given  on  the  page  devoted  to  each  particular  variety. 

The  Soil.  Any  good  garden  soil  will  be  satisfactory  providing  it  is  well  drained.  A handful  of  clean 
sand  placed  directly  beneath  each  bulb  will  insure  drainage  if  the  soil  is  heavy  or  wet;  Extra  fine  flowers 
are  encouraged  by  adding  a little  bone  meal  to  the  soil  while  planting. 

After  freezing  weather  has  set  in,  cover  the  bulb  plantings  with  straw  or  leaves  several  inches  deep. 

FALL  PLANTING  OF  PERENNIALS 

Perennial  Plants  store  up  food  during  the  summer  growing  months  in  preparation  for  a strong,  quick 
start  in  the  spring.  In  the  fall  as  the  leaves  die  down,  the  plant  becomes  mature  and  enters  it’s  resting 
period,  several  weeks  before  freezing  weather.  This,  then,  is  the  ideal  period  for  transplanting — the  soil  is 
in  good  workable  condition  and  the  plant  has  completed  it’s  season’s  growth.  We  advise  September 
planting  for  the  hardier  of  the  perennial  varieties  such  as  are  listed  herein. 

Winter  Mulching.  After  hard  freezing  (not  before)  mulch  the  perennial  bed  with  leaves,  straw  or 
old  manure,  three  to  four  inches  deep.  Remove  this  when  the  frost  leaves  the  ground  next  spring. 

TREES  AND  SHRUBS  AND  LANDSCAPE  SERVICE 

The  usual  period  for  fall  planting  cf  trees  and  shrubs  is  from  October  Sth  on  until  freezing  weather. 
This  fall  planting  permits  the  stock  to  become  established  so  as  to  take  immediate  advantage  of  the  spring 
growing  season.  For  this  catalogue  we  have  carefully  selected  only  such  varieties  as  are  adapted  to  fall 
planting. 

Northern-grown  and  acclimated  nursery  stock  is  of  prime  importance  to  planters  in  this  section. 
Our  nurseries  are  located  in  St.  Paul  and  your  personal  inspection  and  selection  of  plants  is  solicited.  You 
are  assured  of  the  best  quality  of  stock  that  can  be  produced  and  all  freshly  dug  from  the  fields  as  we  do 
not  use  a storage  cellar.

Cultural  Directions 


Culture  Outdoors.  Plant  the  bulbs  6 inches  deep,  very  uniformly,  that  they  may  come  into  bloom 
at  the  same  time.  A good  method  is  to  remove  about  4 inches  of  the  soil,  level  the  bed  carefully  and  plant 
the  bulbs  6 inches  apart  each  way,  pressing  the  earth  firmly  and  evenly  over  the  bulbs. 

Culture  in  Glasses.  Special  glasses  are  manufactured  for  the  culture  of  Hyacinths,  the  bulb  fitting 
in  the  top.  These  glasses  should  be  filled  with  fresh  water,  also  some  gravel,  and  if  at  hand,  some  charcoal. 

Culture  in  Pots.  Hyacinths  are  most  successfully  grown  by  planting  in  pots.  Use  good,  rich  soil. 
Place  some  pieces  of  porous  material  such  as  broken  flower  pots  in  the  bottom  for  drainage,  firm  the  bulb 
well  in  the  soil,  allowing  the  top  of  it  to  just  show.  Use  4 or  S-inch  pots  for  the  large  bulbs.  After  potting 
they  should  be  watered  so  as  to  thoroughly  moisten  all  the  soil  and  should  then  be  placed  in  a cool,  dark 
place  (a  vegetable  cellar  is  the  best  place)  for  a period  of  six  to  eight  weeks  in  order  to  develop  the  roots, 
when  they  should  be  brought  into  the  light  and  into  a moderate  temperature.

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SELECTED  SINGLE  EARLY  TULIPS 

Culture  Outdoors.  Any  good  garden  soil,  prepared  by  spading  to  a depth  of  12  inches,  is  suitable. 
Plant  the  bulbs  5 inches  apart  and  about  4 inches  deep.  The  soil  must  be  equally  placed  over  the  bulbs, 
so  they  will  come  up  at  the  same  time.  Firm  the  earth  well  about  the  bulbs  and  mulch  the  beds  during 
the  winter. 

Culture  in  Pots.  Place  six  to  eight  bulbs  in  a 6-inch  pot;  set  in  a cool,  dark  place  for  a period  of  six 
to  eight  weeks.  If  you  have  a number  of  pots,  take  them  from  the  dark  room  at  intervals,  so  they  bloom 
at  different  times. 

NOTE.  The  length  of  the  flower-stem  is  indicated  by  figures;  the  time  of  blooming  by  letters(E. early; 
L.  late),  so  that  you  can  select  varieties  of  the  same  height  and  time  of  blooming.

These  dainty,  spicy,  sweet  scented  blossoms  can  easily  be  had  in  bloom  at  Christmas  if  planted  early. 
They  are  only  suited  for  pot  culture  as  they  are  not  hardy.  Plant  a number  of  bulbs  to  the  pot  and  keep  in 
a cool  place  such  as  a vegetable  cellai  until  the  roots  show  through  the  soil  when  tipped  out  of  pot.  After 
bringing  into  light,  they  should  be  kept  in  as  low  a temperature  as  possible  to  get  the  best  results.

They  are  valuable  to  place  in  the  border  of  perennials  of  shrubbery, 
where  they  can  be  left  undisturbed,  and  for  naturalizing  in  the  grass.  For  forcing,  treat  the  same  as  tulips, 
planting  them  in  pots.  The  flowers  assume  many  forms,  and  present  charming  combinations  of  white,  gold, 
orange,  sulphur  and  pure  yellow.
